There is general regret that Super- 
intendent .lones is not around to 
iiecome acquainted with the old 
time members. He was taken 
severely sick Monday, and the doc- 
tor has advised him to remain 
quiet. He is as anxious to mingle 
with the members as.theyaieto 
meet him. 

Hhortly after 9:;J0 A.M., Tuesdiiy, 
the rreHi<lcMt of the Association 
called the members to order in the 
chapel, and asked Rev. A. W. 
Mann to invoke tho throne of God. 

The president then spoke of the 
Illness of Superinfen(l(<nt. Jones and 
the regret the latter felt at not be- 
ing able to welcome tli(>m back to 
tlicir old .school home, and intro- 
duced as an old and two friends of 
theirs, Mr. Robert Pattei-son, who 
luid been dcdesratcd by Mr. Jones 
to welcome thetn tothe hospilalitics 
of (he Institution. This he did in 
a felicitous manner and told them 
to all feel at home. He spoke of 
their school days, the benelits they 
had <leiived as pupils and how the 
state had been benefited. It was 
money all well spent, and certainly 
the slate had more than receiveil 
her return, lie again bade them 
thrice welcome to their /(//*((/ Mahr, 
in behalf of the Tru.steesand Snper- 
int<Midcnt^ Jones. 

The president responded in a few

1 /isHureyou it Kives me ({real pleasure (o 
Xreet you all, as I know it makes you 
liappy to liealjle to ramble anain through 
tlie halls and rooms of yom- oI<l seliool 
home ; to meet a^aiu tliose wlio struKuled 
together with you throuKh the course of 
»<!hool and to form the ac(iuaintanee an<l 
friendship of those who took your places in 
after- years. 

1 am sure you all appreciate these re- 
unions and consider them of priceless 
value. Scattered as we are far and wide 
from each other, throunhout this aiul other 
states, these reunions are as "a well of 
wftti'rin a weary land." b'or it is here we 
(oKcther partalte of t lie joys, pleasures, and 
recount the struKKles ol^i.tlier days and 
nrodt by luiw lessons and encourHKcments 
by wliich In the futun' we may K'lin. 

We shall miss at this meeting the fami- 
liar faces of several who wore with us at 
former meetiuKs. Some by the weinht of 
increasinn yeiirs and Inllrmities of life are 
denied the pleasure of beinn here. .Several 
since our last meeting here have become 
members of that (Jreat Reunion above. 
Amonif the latter is Mrs. Hobert (i, I'atler- 
sou, who had. been a devoted and zealous 
member, taking a deep Interest in all that 
pertained to the association's atfairs and 
most earnestly and willing did the work 
for the home. With one or I wo exi^eptious 
shi> was present at every meeting of tln> (i.s- 
soelatlon. Another wlio did much toadvaiu'e 
the usefulness of our association and took 
an active part in its ex|>oKltions was called 
to his lon« Home the first of this vear. I 
refer to Mr. Kiiiory Shoop. As (iir as 1 
know he had been present at all of our 
meetings up to this time. Others who have 
passed away since IHtWare: Mrs. Win. Shep- 
Iiard and .Mr. ItenninnS. Straw. I recom- 
mend that Hiiil.alile resolutioiiH expressiiiK 
the Association's ureat loss and sorrow be 
paused upon these deceased members and 
others who may have died since our Inst 
reunion.

toward those of your Alumni without a 
home. 

Three years ajto many of you niade an 
e.\cnr»ion to Central College to inspect the 
property bid. recently come into the po.sse.s- 
sioii of the association, that was to become 
the Home for the Aifed and Intirin Deaf of 
Ohio. You found that much was yet need- 
ed to put the place in iiroper condition for 
usir. A Hoard of Trustees was placed in 
charne of its management, as required by 
you. Through them and with the jfcnerous 
aid niven by the Hadies' Aid Societies, it 
was possible to open the Home a year later. 
This was doTie September 10th, IWHl, the an- 
niversary of Tliomas Hopkins (iallaiidet's 
birthday, though the exerci.ses attcndijiK it 
were not held until the afternoon of the 
I'JtIi. (Kxereises appropriate for the oc- 
casion were held.) 

T'omorrow you will all be given an op- 
portunity to visit tlie plactv, and I am sure 
the change will meet witli your most hear- 
ty apjiroval. For this grand result you are 
indelited to the zeal, tidelity and wise 
management of the trustees in charge, and 
to the ladies who have devoted their time, 
laliorand money in furnishing it a.s you 
will (iiid it. It is certainly a noble under- 
taking and will retlect lasting criMit upon 
the association. Hut our work is ty)t done. 
It has only been just begun, and we must 
not become indilierent as to its mainten- 
ance and thereliy allow it to l)ecoine a fail- 
ure. Ijct us show the world that we of 
Ohio ore equal to the occasion and that 
when we accomplish a purpose, no such 
word as " failure ' is known. Het this be 
an inspiration to each and we shall surely 
succeed in our worthy aim. 

During this meeting, ways and means 
must be devised wlierel)y the Home shall 
secure annually snlHcient means for its 
siijijHirt. Kvery grailiiiite and every ])erson 
who has been connected with the Institu- 
tion as a jiupil should consider himself or 
herself a willing contributor towards this 
object, and by so doing will thus be lending 
a Iiclpiiig hand to those whom necessity 
lias placed in tlic Home. It will not. do ns 
some have intimated that the Home lK>ing 
located near t'olumlms, those residing there 
and especially the tcnchers of tlie Institu- 
tion, Hiioulil iilone support it. The Home 
belongs just as niucli to the deaf of ('in- 
cinnati,roledo, Dayton. Akron and other 
localities througliovit the State, as to this 
city, hence each localit.\ and every in- 
divi<Iiial should take a share of the burden. 
The most feasible plan 1 have to suggest is 
that every member of the association agree 
to pay a certain sum yearly towards the 
support of the Home, the amount to be 
given to be left to liis or her judgment,

lias sliowii that some pcoiile are very pro- 
fuse with promises, but wlien called nixm to 
fiiimi thcni tli(>v are as iirofiise in excuses. 
In addition to tlie ♦7tH) already raised by 
her. Miss Feasley the past summer lias 
shown her further interest in the Home by 
furnisliing the assi'iubl;' room. This re- 
(luired an outlay of aliout JilO.tKI and was 
ac.com)>lished entirely by her own elTovts, 
Too much praise caiinot be given to the 
l/n<lies' Aid Societies of ('(diimbus. Cleve- 
land. Hellaire. and tothe Misses Fe.senbecli, 
of Cincinnati, for the furnishings they 
have made for the rooms in the home. lii 
this connection I vvonld ask each individmil 
mute in the localities where these societies 
exist, to assist tliese ladies in the good work 
.'ill that is possible. I,et there be no jealous 
bickerings as to this one's or that one's ef- 
forts, but ratlier let it partake of a generous 
rivalry, each striving to do the most good 
for the Home. I am sure these societies 
will do their part in kci'iiing furnished the 
rooms they have under their care, if proper 
aiil is extended to them. 

A resolution to tlie effect that the ])ro- 
ceediiigs of the 7t.li, Sth and itth reunions, 
witii the Constitution anil Hy-hiws of the 
Association, be printed together in book 
form was partsed. It has not been carried 
(Uit. The eoirstitiit ion and bv-laws ol the 
Assncifttioii have lieen altered at each meet- 
ing since the sixth reunion, and hence when 
desired for reference it IsilifTicult to secure 
a copy of tliem. The exercises att<-iidiiig 
the opening of the Home as well as those of 
this meetin({ will be of special value, and 
should be in some more permanent ami 
handy f<U'm. I would therefore suggest 
that "the proceedings of all our meetings 
since \HHR. the Constitution and Hy-laws of 
the Assoi'int ion, as well as tlie rules govern- 
ing the inanagement of the llome, lie print- 
ed in book form at as early a datie ns pos- 
sible, a copy to be given five to each mem- 
ber of the AsHocintion, to otherB (wild) at 
cost price. 

In conclusion, I hope our deliberations 
will be iileasanl, anil that when we leave 
hero we will be richer in the frieixlships 
formed and cemented during this meeting. 

The ix'port of the Secretary was 
next submitted and agreed to.

The auditing eoiiiiMinii' «;i^ i-e- 
(Itiested to not only exjunino care- 
fully the l)ooks of the treasurei of 
the association, and llonie fund, 
but (>ven go to the bank and ascer- 
tain tlm amouiH on deposit, so as to 
leave no room for doubt. 

Letters of regret at inability to 
be present were read from ]\lr. (i. 
\V. Wakefield, a former stewaril <if 
th(> Institution, and* from Mr. 



Nathan R. MctJrew, of Iowa. The 
latter enclosed a V for the Home, 
!ind this was received with gene- 
rous applause. 

Miss Hierce also read a letter 
from Mr. M. G. Rtifferty, of Jamai- 
cji, We,'<t Indies, who regretted ex- 
ceedingly that he could not be pre- 
seiH to share in tho occasion. 

Addresses were made by Miss 
Hogle, Rev. Mann and Mr. AUa- 
bough, of Pennsylvania. The lat- 
ter said he had come to learn how 
the Ohio deaf had managed to have 
a home for their aged and intirm. 
Over in Pennsylvania they had 
been trying to secure such an in- 
stitution for these many years, and 
here Ohio without any sound of 
trunvpels, had begun later and ac- 
complished her ol)ject. He had 
learned a le.sson already by the 
treasurer's report, and now under- 
stood h()w it was all done. He 
spoke complimentarily of what he 
had thus far seeil here, and hoped 
PeniLsylvania would soon have a 
similar institution. 

Mr. Collins Sawhill spoke of the 
efforts made for the support of the 
Home and urged all to renew their 
t>fforts, as did Mr. Schory in the 
same line. 

Mr. Talbot in beginning his ad- 
dress, alludid playfully to his 
smallness of stature, which he ex- 
plained by the facj that his paents 
were b,)lh below the average height. 
In his schooll>oy dstys his eompan 
ions used to make fun of him by 
saying that his growth was hinder- 
ed by piling on his head the heavy 
l)ook8 which he had to study. BiH 
though he couM not boast of 
great stature, he did take great 
pleasure in meeting so many of his 
foriuei pupils and friends iu this 
r(>uiiion. 

Ntnirly three hundred pupils of 
the Ohio Institution had been mem- 
beisofhis cla.x.ses, of w'hom over 
titty were present to-day. When 
he begjin began to teach under 
Superintendent Stone in 1854, 
there wore eight teachers, thiee 
de;if men and live hearing. Of 
these, half had died, Mr. Hall, Mr. 
SpofTord, Mr. Kinney and Mr. 
Prancis; while three besides himself 
wert> still living, Mr. Plurat) M. 
Park, in California ; Mr. Tyler, in 
Massachusetts ; and Mr. Weed, in 
Philadelphia. 

Among other reniini.scencesof his 
earlier connection with the Institu- 
tion, he described the old chapel 
which had a level floor, while the 
long, unpainted o;iken benches, 
dsrk with tige and useil as seals, 
were of different heights ; the 
smaller .scholars occupying the 
front seats which were the lowest, 
and the tallei ones sitting behiml 
them on benches proportioned to 
their statnre. John W. ■*Reed, 
man-grown and over six feet high, 
occui)ied for several years the post 
of honor at the end of tlie b.'iek 
seat on the boys' side. 

In closing, Mr. Talbot spoke of 
the smaller number of his old pu- 
pils ])resent as compared with 
former reunions, and expressed the 
hopt< that whether he ever met 
them again on earth, they would 
all meet in the bettor land beyond. 

Afternoon Session. 

After being called to oider the 
president introduced the orator for 
the occasion, Mr. Clai-ence W. 
Charles.

Mr R. P. Mctiivgor, Secretary of 
the Hoard of Managera, read the re- 
port of the doings of that lw)dy for 
the past three years. 

Shortly after its appointment in 
ISH.'i, it organized with the follow- 
ing otllcers : President Roliert 
Patterson, Secretary P. P. M.i(ire- 
gor. Treasurer Thomas McGinness. 

Executive Committee, Messrs. A. 
H. Schory, Robert Patterson, Sui)t. 
J. W. Jones, Rev. W. S. Kagle.son 
and R. P. Mct^regor. This eom- 
mitt«H> has direct charge of the 
affairs of the Home. 

An auditing committee was also 
appoiiUed, as was a board of Lady 
Visitors. Reference is nuide to the 
purcha.se of additional ground about 
tlfteen acres at n co.st of $1,000. 
This eoiHains a cottage, which at a 
small cost can be j>ut in order and 
used for the nmle inmates until 
sufficient funds can be seciuxvl to 
place the large brick building in 
ordtM'. A list of rejuiiis made is 
uiven, and the main building has 
also been insuretl ft)r $6,000. 



It speaks of legislation secured 
for the benefit of the Home of the 
persons, who have had charge of 
the properly tind other matters and 
says too much praise cannot be be- 
stowed upon the various Ladies 
Aid Societies and other persons 
who have a.ssisted in furnishing the 
rooms and thanks are given to those 
who have assisted in various ways. 

A tribute is given the late Hon. 
Daniel Hartnett, who was a member 
of the bojird, for his untiring 7S>i\ 
for the Home. 

Superintendent Ryers gives the 
names and ages of those now cared 
for in the Home, the oldest being 
78 and youngest 30. Il speaks of 
that in the wiy of repairs and 
rooms furnished since he took 
charge, the amount of stock on 
hand, what has so far been raised 
in the garden and on the farm for 
the support of the place — eight tons 
of hay, sixlj- bushels of oats, four- 
teen bushels of potatoes and five 
bushels of oniotis are this year's 
harvest, to say nothing of the gar- 
den truck so far supplied and yet 
to come. 

Among the urgent needs required 
are sewerage sy8t*^m, water supply, 
laundry, rooting for all the build - 
inus, staole, hennery, tiling, walks 
and driveways, a team of horses, 
harness, wagon, plow and harrow, 
ice-house, sewing machine. 

The report of the Treasurer of 
the Home Fund showed :

After paying all bills, a balance 
of $(!9'i.()8 remains in the hands of 
the treasurer. 

At this stage Rev. A. W. Mann 
baptized tho infant oliild of Mr. 
and Mrs. Thomas C. Goodman. 

A resolution was ptissed Ui have 
the home proceedings of all the 
reunions since the (ith priiHed in a 
book liu'in, and a committee ap- 
[lointed, consisting of Messrs. 
Charles, Holycross and J. S. Lieb, 
to look after the printing. 

On motion of Mr. Charles, the 
president was autborized to appoint 
a committee of two to secure 
pie !ges front members for annual 
contributions to the Home for the 
next three years. Messrs. Charles, 
P. L. Stevenson were appointed. 

Immediately after adjouruTnent 
the members were photographed on 
the front ste!)s by Hnker, and a 
good picture obtained. 

Tuesday Evening. 
In the evening an entertainment 
w!is given by Mr. Preston L. Steven- 
son. It was a rich treat to mem- 
bers, and all ei!Joyed his tricks 
nn>Ht thorotighly. They think he 
has no equal as an actor in this 
kind of amusemtMH. The proceeds 
from it amounted to $38, which all 
went to the Home. 

SECOND DAY. 

At 8.30 A.M., the start was made 
for the stivet cars to go up to the 
llome. Some of the members hirt>d 
a large transfer wagon and went 
up in this conveyance. It took 
four cars to carry the others. The 
rid(^ was tuost delightful, most of it 
being through the country. Reach- 
ing Central (\>llege road, wagons 
were there to take the members 
over to the Home, a distatice of a 
mile and a half. When this was 
rciiched a tour of inspection of the 
building.s, rooms and farm, was at 
once made. Every" one was sur- 
prised, and those who had never 
seen it before could not find words 
stitlicient to express their admira- 
tion for the place and the neatness 
found cv<>rywhere. All agn>(x that 
the Association has indeed been 
fortunate, and that to the Board of 
Managers is due nil honor for what 
it has done. 

After the inspection a generous 
lunch was .served in the cool shad<> 
of the trees, and washed down with 
plenty of lemonade. Mrs. C. M. 
Rice and Mr. Henry Hardesmade a 
supply of coffee, and furnished all 
who <lesired the beverage at five 
cents a cup. In this way quite a 
sum was realized, which was given 
to the Home, (lamtvs \vert> also in- 
dnlg<>d in. .-irul ;i I'ollei'tldii token 
up. 

Sni>rll\ .-iiM'i I >\ It i» I'UM'K , I lie de- 
dicatory exercises were held at the 
front of the nuiin building, the 
porch b»>ing used as a platform, 
while the members were seated in

The exorcises were opened with 
an invocation by Rev. Benjamin 
Talbot, who was followed by Rev. 
A. W. Mann with appropriate 
scriptural readings from Psjilms 
113, lil ; Matthew, 5:6-7; Luke, 
(5 : 38 ; Matthew, 6 : 14 ; I Timothy, 
6 ; Hebrews, 13 : 16, and closing 
with the Creed. 

President tTreener, then delivered 
the following address : 

Ladles and (tt:n1l<;m4:n :—We. have met 
here this afternwm to dedicate the Ohio 
Home for Aged and Intirm Deaf. What is 
nobler tlian the impul.se of the liuman heart 
than to relieve or succor the needs ot tho>.c 
whom circumstaucew render powerless to 
help themselves. 

It is in obedience to this impulse that we 
have lieen moved by a sincere desire to liave 
a Home, where the aged and intirm deaf 
amongst us can tlnd shelter, enjoy social 
comforts, and siHiure spiritual benedts. 

Soon after the adjourinueiit of the last re- 
union, three years ago, tiy virtue of au- 
thority vested iu me Ijy the association, I 
appointed a Board of Managers, and this 
Board has managed the atTairs of the Home 
in such a manner that they were eimbled to 
open it December I'Jth, isst...

In placing this trust into 
your keeping we wish to assure you that we 
liave the most implicit faith in your wis- 
dom, ability and integrity, and that you 
will conduct its lUtairs in a manner credi- 
table to yourselves and to the Association. 

May the Lord guide you in making this 
truly a Home for the Aged and intirm 
Dear of our state whom necessity may com- 
pel to seek shelter under its roof. May 
success crown all your etJorts, and be as- 
sured that we mem>«'rs ot the Ohio Ueaf- 
Mute Alumni A.ssociatiim will do our part 
in upholding your riglit arm.

" For three consecutive times 
during the past six years, you have 
chfwfsn me to preside over your de- 
liberations, yet of all your conven- 
tions over which I have had the 
honor to preside, none hsis given 
me greater interest than I feel in 
the one which is being openerl here 
to-day. The reas^jn for this will be 



deaf would ever attain to anything 
like their present intellectual 
standing. Her generosity, how- 
ever, toward this class of children 
increased with the years, and now 
there is a law in force granting 
them a free schooling of twelve 
years, and the State even goes so 
far as to pay their travelling ex- 
j)enses to and from school, and in 
the case of poor families, to furnish 
such pupils with clothing. And to 
cap the climax, Maine has now a 
school of her own in this city for 
deaf children and intends to edu- 
cate them within her own borders 
in the future, 

" Yet, with all the good things 
we can say of Maine in h<>r effects 
to e^lucate her deaf children she 
has committed one fault which can 
never lie effaced from our memories. 
For, when the time was ripe for her 
to start a s<;lifK>l at liorne for this 
claH-« of children, she began by ex- 
perimenting with a method, suited 
only to a small fraction of their 
number, while the other portion un- 
derwent a curious drawV)ack. In 
the lig'ht of present events, how- 
ever, we can forgive her for this, 
for happily, after a few years' trial 
of this method, she saw her mis- 
take. Like the prodigal, she came 
to her self, returne<l tt» the parental 
school at Hartford, and there con- 
fessed all. Here, as was natural, 
she was rsceived with open arms. 
Her sins were wiped out, and from 
that time on the Hartford School 
has watched the progress of her re- 
formed daughter with a feeling of 
pride and gratification. 

" But I should not omit to men 
fion here the terrible temptation to 



political meetings and other such 
gatherings in their own towns with 
their hearing friends, and many of 
them attend divine services with 
them on Sunday. In a word they 
are with the hearing all the year 
round, except on such occasions as 
this, whore between the e>essioiis it 
is a pleasure to them to meet old 
friends and make new ones, and 
where they talk over the lia|)pen- 
ings of their old school days, and 
enjoy themselves in an intelligent 
aud hearty way. How cruel it 
would be to deprive them of such 
lia|)j»y gatherings as this. They 
deiive as much pleasure and profit 
from their conventions as the hear- 
ing do from theirs."

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"The early history of our ('dnca- 
tion is involved in obscurity and we 
know littb^ or noOiing of the ine- 
hods att(;mpled before the inven- 
tion of the manual alphaiiet, but of 
one thing we may i)0 certain, and 
that is that an effort to tCitcli 
speech and lip reading was the first 
thing done. 

"The art of talking with the 
hand or arms is by no means a 
modern invention ; several methods 
of communication, ai-ide, from that 
of the tongue, were known to the 
ancients, aud it is remarkable that, 
so far as we know, none ever 
thought of using them for the in- 
struction of the deaf, until tlie 
time of Ponce and Beuot, the 
Spanish teachers, previous to the 
year 18W). 

"The manual alphabet, which 
we u.se in Arrlerica, -W&h not invent- 
ed or discovered in France, as is 
generally fiuppos<jd, but was brought 
into Paris and improved upoii by 
the Abbe de I'Kiiee. There iw some 
good in Sfiain, after all, though she 
blew up the .Maine." 

Mr. White then spoke fully of 
the different methods, tiie oral, tin; 
manual and the si^ui hingiiage. 
There is a system v/fiich unites all 
three, <;alled the hombiiK^i system, 
and this received the unqualified 
approval of the speaker. Mr. 
White closed his interesting ad- 
dress as foll<;wK : 

" Ever since the day the first 
Gallaudet established the school at 
Hartford, statistics show that the 
deaf of AiiKirica have acquitted 
themselves of their obligations to 
society in a manner to gratify all 
who had faith in their education. 
There are no more s'cady, indiistn. 
ous, law-abiding cibizens than our 
own iieople. 

" In a ffarefully cornjiiled list of 
thr<;e hundre<l occiijiations, educat- 
ed deaf-mutes are round working 
sike by side with othf-r busy bees 
in the great beehive of iudnstry, 
with few if any drones or criminals 
among them. Though farming, 
shoernaking, carpentry, printing 
and their kiiiflred branches claim 
most of them as their faithful 
vassals, yet the n urowly-restrict- 
ed fields of basinl .■ s, literature, 
science, law, the fine . rts, educa- 
tion and religion — ftll't'iese are 
well represented, such i'. tie renist- 
less force of horioialile amtiition 
awakened by l,ie well-directed 
educational institutions of our laiul 
unrler whatever* rrifetliod, 

" As Victor Hugo said wiien Ik; 
wrote to the deaf-mute poet, 
Pelissier, * what ' matters tin deaf- 
ness of the ear when the inte||e<;f 
hears? — the only deafness, t]u- nal 
(biafness, fhe incurable disafness. 
is rhat of the mind.'" 

At the conclusion of Mr, White's 
address a paper writt-n by Mr. 
Hugh McElroy was read by Prof,

Thrown from his bicycle by col- 
lision with a switfih engine, and 
horribly niantiled beneath the, 
wheels, Archie McDougall, a deaf- 
mute of No. aa Walnut St., ixnired 
out his life blood on the tracks at 
the K. & P. Railroad crossing on 
the Head road, just west of the city 
limits, last evening. The accident 
seems all the more distressing from 
the r(;ason that it might possibl.v 
have been avv^ided had the victim 
been in the full possession of his 
faculties. 

McDougall was but 19 years of 
fige and was an enthusiastic 
bicyclist. Ho belonged to the 
West Side C.^cle Club and accom- 
[)anie.d of the niembers on many of 
I heir runs. Last evening, however, 
he was taking a spin alone from 
the city t)o the Head, The eastern 
approach to the railroad crossing 
at the Frontier form is a long, 
gradual grade and in riding down 
it a cycler, unless he is careful, 
gains considerable momentum, and 
when the tracks are reached is 
going at a rapid rate of speed. It 
huppcned that McDougall w]icele<l 
down this long grade jirst as a 
switch engine approached the cross- 
ing from the Notth. His vision 
was obscured \>y intervening corn- 
fields which hide from view the 
track.s, and being unahle, heeiuise 
of his natural iilHiction, to hear the 
approiudi of the engine or the 
warning cries of the passengers on 
a street car that was standing on 
the switch near the tracks, the 
lu(;kless cyclist was unaware of his 
danger until it was too late to be 
avoided. 

Only a few seconds 
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time In; .saw his fate 
f,oo late lo make a 
acro.ss the tracks before? the eiijiine 
tc!a(died him, and he was going too 
fast to get off his machine. He 
made one effort to nave himself and 
guided his wheel alongside the 
track. 

CUT IN TWAIN. 

Unl'orliinately the space between 
the pi'ojecling end of afini<u;aiid 
the fj'ncier <;f the engine was too 
narrow to permit the passage of 
the rider. McDou'^all was caught 
in the fender and carried along 
perhaps 30 finst before he fell 
Ixiiiealh th<' iron grasjj of the 
wIk'cIs. In an insliint all was over. 
The body was C(nn[)lelely severed 
beneath tlu! waist and death came 
quickly. The engine wnU stopjH'd 
and tender hands placed the body 
on the lawn near the leuce. No 
surtiical aid couhl benefit, but Dr. 
(Tifford, who hapixiiied to be on a 
pa.ssing motor car, hurried to the 
sc<Mie. 

It was a sickening sight present- 
ed itself to the horrified gaze of the 
crowd that gathered as soon as the 
tragedy occurred. The doctor 
f(;und the legs and a portion of the 
trunk 20 feel n\mri, where they 
had b(!en filing by the wheels, the 
fiesh still quivering and the lirnhs 
twitching and jerking spasmodical- 
ly. The entrails wura scattered 
along the track arnl the grounri 
and ties were sprinkled with blood 
and bits of fhish. The young man's 
i<leiitity was at first siirnii.sed by his 
wheel of a peculiar Hoffman type. 
In his coat-pocket were found a 
number of conversation tablets, 
which he used in communication 
with friends. Later at Burton's 
undertaking room a brother identi- 
fied the body. Corner Stemmitz 
wfu» immedicately notified but did 
not view the body until almost two 
hours. The deceased had been in 
the shoe-rej)airing trade at his 
parents home for some time. H(i 
was a bright .\'oung man and liarl 
received a goo<l eilucatiou at a 
school for d€)af-mutes. He was a 
very good mathematician. TIni 
fatliei and two bi'others are black- 
smiths in the em|)Ioy of the Erie 
CUy Iron Works.

The writer does not feel compe- 
tent to write articles for newspapers, 
yet has often wondered why some 
one that is competent has not in- 
terested himself enough to tell 
the deaf why they so often meet 
with disappointment and discourag- 
ing assurances in reference to busi- 
ness when they are looking for 
work. I have seen, heard, and there- 
fore know wheieof I speak; why it 
is so hard for a deaf-mute or total- 
ly deaf person to get work. Now, 
whoever reads what I have to sajs 
niust bear in mind that I say it with 
all (diarity, love, and respect for the 
deaf. 

The groat majority of the deaf 
are self-conceited, so much so, that 
(hey often lose opportunities that 
would be of great pecuniary value 
to them. They seem to lack (he 
tact or ability lo comprehend busi- 
ness as it is; they wonder why busi- 
n<>8s men shun tlieni wl en they are 
as willihg lo work as a hearing per- 
son; they feel that their deafness 
should not be considered as a bar- 
rier as long as tho.v can work with 
their hands as well as hearing per- 
sons. They think the little (rouble 
of writing down what is wanted is 
insignilicant, and an (employer or 
boss should be willing to pu( him- 
self (o that amount of (rouble on 
acciiunt of their infirmity, and 
should they makes mistakes it 
should be overlooked. They ffiink 
thev are imposed on. They think 
evt>rybo<ly must have a smiling 
face when you look at them, t)r they 
think he is an enemy. Now 1 miyht 
go on and tell many things (liey 
think, butthal doesnotholp nuUters. 
But I will tell what I know and 
have seen by experience, (and most 
of the deaf are the same no matter 
where you flmKhem,) why thenMire 
(o day so many deaf thai are idle 
and cannot get work. In the first 
place, the majority of businessmen 
that have emidoyed them, have 
been disappointed in their earnest- 
ness to work. They do not seem 
to t ike into consideration the kind- 
ness of a man in giving them work, 
they fail to see (he bother and al- 
most exasper.'il ing annoyance caus- 
ed when you want snmediing under- 
stood quickly, or the occasion re- 
quites immediate attention by a 
call, or the spoiling of the jiroduct 
entailing a great loss necessitates a 
vigorous protest and scolding; the 
boss or employer is like a drown- 
ing man on his (hird (ime down, 
perfectly helpless. 

Busin<>ss as it isconducted (o-day 
recpiires worknuMi (especiallj' deaf 
persons) (o be quick, sharp, at(en- 
(ive, considerate, and abovi* all to 
vvidi lif. iid doter- 

><ioutun>. 'I'vitiOH so 

valuable to your employer that he 
will be sadsfied, at the same time 
keciiing one most imporbuit thing 
in minfl, and that is, that there are 
hearing p(>rsons who will not hesi- 
tate in trying (o crowd you out of 
your place; so make it a point (o 
adeiid (>xclu.sivel,v to business and 
make yourself so valuable that your 
employer will not want to get rid 
of you. And another thing; you 
may be working for what you would 
call a low salary, and you will find 
it the saiiK* (he world over, no mat- 
ter what business you are engaged 
in, compeddon ge(s keener .^ear af- 
ter y<>ar, and «Miiployees liave lo 
meet it or go to the wall; they are 
all alike in this respect. But my 
ailvice is, alwaj's be sure of a bet- 
ter job before you leave the one 
you have — half a loaf is bottler tlum 
none. 

Don't get too familiar with he.ir 
ing persons with whom you work, 
who claim to be .your friends, be- 
cause some will l(>ad you on to say 
a great deal more than you n>ally 
mean, ami (hey having the advan- 
lajje might report it to the boss what 
you say, and the first thing you 
know you receive your walking 
papers without any explanation, 
ami probably to your surprise you 
will see your hearing friend has one 
of his own ('lass inslalled in your 
place. He |)relends(i) feel sorry thai 
you are discharged, but llia( don'l 
lielp you any. Another plan of 
some i)ersons, both deaf and hearing, 
is to tell you, you are doing too 
much work for the pay you get; 
you are only an appt entice, ye( do- 
ing as muidi work as a journeyman 
dial g(»(s big wages; that (lie boss 
throws (hat up in their face, and 
you want to stop, and go slow; 
don't try to earn any more than (he 
boss will pay you, etc. All I have 
lo say to this is. that in this world 
n(>arly evt*ry man looks out for 
himself if he w.ints to succcmI. If 
a man »>arns no more than the boss 
pajs him, I don't see how he can 
expect th<* boss over to raise his 
wages. A nian must earn more 
than his employer pays him, no mat- 
ter how large (he salary may be, if 
not, he is an un[)rofilal)le .servanti. 
Th(>re are .some deaf persons that 
are exceedingly bright, and have a 
good eduoadou, are very entertain- 
ing, act, talk, and reason on vari- 
ous topics with ama/.ing intelli- 
gence; buf when (Ik\v begin Ui work 
for wag(\s (hey seem to be incap- 
able of miderslnmliug tiial uo mat- 
ters how smart they are, thpy rare- 
ly ever displace an equall,v smart 
hearing person, so lliaf it is impera- 
tive (ha( each and every deaf i)er- 
son should endeavor to prove (he 
value of his s«trvic<'s by close, honesi 
a|)|)li('.'il ion In (he work L>ivi>ii. 1ii>- 



cause the success of one is cer- 
tainly augmentative to the em- 
ployment of others, 

I also find the deaf the most 
credulous persons we meet with, 
and probably that is because they 
are inclined to be honest themselves, 
and expect hearing persons to be 
the same way, and tlie worst fea- 
ture about it is, they will invari- 
ably believe almost any stranger 
that pops into their acquaintance 
and follow out his suggestions, 
rather than take the advice of those 
they have known for years, es- 
pecially if that advice comes from 
their own relatives, whose heait, 
soul, mind, and ambition is subser 
vient to their benefit.

These correspondents have men- 
tioned a subject that the writer 
has long desired to see discussed in 
the columns of the JoUKNAl^. 

It is an occult truism that for 
many years the deaf, who are ca{)- 
able of teaching the deaf, have been 
gradually crowded out of the ranks. 
Comparatively few of (hem hold 
(his responsible position, and it is a 
noticeable fact that the results of 
this unjust ursurpation are far 
from satisfactory. 

(iallaudet College, founded and 
maintained for the deaf people's 
high'er education, is constantlysend- 
ing out graduates, who can secure 
only a subordinate's position in 
schools where they expect to teach; 
anil there are many who, though 
fully qualified, to teiK'h, cannot 
obtain a college education because 
of various hindrances, chiefly lack 
of means, are compelled to stand 
aside and see conscienceless hear- 
ing peo[)le hold a situation and 
draw the salaries (hat are righifully 
their own. 

Deaf-mutes arc neither unap- 
precialive nor ungrateful. Were 
the results of this situation all that 
one could ask, rliey would not only 
be satisfied, but would [uish it to 
the topnio.st round of the ladder. 
But it has been proven in a hun- 
dred eases that the amount of prac- 
tical knowledge takt*n from these 
schools by those who carry with it 
a diploma excites an emotion 
amou« their friends jikin to both 
pity and contempt. 

The writer does no( mean to in- 
sinuate that those who are rosi onsi- 
ble f(U* this condition of alTairs do 
not do their duty, or art* not suf- 
ficiently earnest in their efforts, 
but that they are <iualifled by 
neither nature nor training (o ex- 
ecute the duties (heir position de- 
manded of (hem. They can never 
eomprelund the difliculties under 
which a deaf-mute lalioi-s to acquire 
knowledge, and even tht)ugh each 
one has the patience of Job, unless 
they can sympathize, and overcome 
those obstacles better known to the 
deaf themselves, they are not only 
out of tlioir own sphere, but are 
keeping others from their own. 

" Oijilism is a( its zenith," cries 
an enthusiast, What are its re- 
sults? The child's practical ethi- 
cal ion has l)oen wofully neglected 
that he may attain the ability (o 
" deliver by word of mouth " a few 
sentences. Under whut histigna- 
doii is this unnatural method 
pu.shed forward ? Perhaps senti- 
ment — i.e., the hnigingof the parent 
to hear the still voice of t^u* deaf 
child. Perhaps unreasoning am- 
bition on the part of the educator, 
to prove tliat the dumb can In 
taught oral speech. To what end ? 
All, my friends, "all that gliders 
is not gold." There are more 
Haws than perfections in the speech 
of those who can not hear it, even 
though it is attained in the most 
fiu<>nt degree. To what use is it 
put? To every yse under the sun 
that it can be put! What are the 
consequences ? The world at large 
neidier comprehends nor cares for 
the pathetic side of the question ; it 
only ridicules and makes s))ort of 
(his broken speech that an educa- 
tion, — yes, a practical, uplifting 
and elevating education — has pur- 
chased. 

Anoiher thing that the writer 
would call attention to is the in- 
variable reply to a d(*af applicant 
for a teacher's position: "We 
must have only collrge gratliuites," 
and yet tender the position past 
the d<'(if collegiair to a hearing 
person whose education (?) was 
obtjiined — the Ixird only knows 
where. 

In the face of all these prevail- 
ing sendments' what is the use for a 
deaf-mute to p<) to college for a 
tiaining, which he can not render 
beuelicial to his fellowmen ms well 
as lucrative to himself. 

It is high time that the silent 
[iress considered well these ques- 
tituis, arrives at a definite con- 
clusion, and fights to the bitter 
end for what is, by every law in 
tlio ini'\"i-..,> 'Jiriiifiiiiv their own.

The 
distance is twenty-three miles, and 
very few could ride so far without 
a rest. However, in a century it is 
supposed that any one can stop 
when and where he likes (even 
the pacers can do so), but such 
stops are not recogniz'-d as stops. 
The others keep right on. The 
stops decided upon are to include 
every ont» taking part in the run, 
whether they care to stop or not, 
and are to allow those behind to 
catch up. It IS an intlucement to 
the slow division to know that when 
they reach a certain point they will 
be surt* to find die leadera. " The 
pacera themselves have decided to 
slop over half a do7A>n times for 
water, but they will not wait for 
the rear guard to catch np at these 
places. The stops to allow this 
will be at Freeport and Babylon. 
If the riders keep their eyes open 
they will find many opportunities 
for getting a drink al some well 
or sprinj: with only a few iniiinl..s* 
delay.

course is a dead level. He has 
pn)bably read the advertisement of 
(he Lowii Island Railroad in a 
bicycle paper, which claims Long 
Island has 120 miles slraightaway 
course on a dmd level. As far as 
roads go, the advertisement is 
correct, but it is not a dead level 
from a surveyor's standpoint. The 
South side of Long Island is of a 
rolling character, like a succession 
of huge waves. It is very easy 
riding, through a fine cotinlry and 
often in sight of the bays or ocean.

It is a commendalile fact and 
worthy of note that the majority of 
the deaf of Maryland are engaged 
in husVmndrj' — an occupation than 
which nothing could be niore ap- 
propriate for the deaf. This is not 
always the case in other Slates, for 
instance I'ennsylvania, where a 
majority may he found (iongregat- 
ed in the cities and larjic towns of 
the State Maryland has several 
fine, large and growing towns, 
wheie we would expect to find no 
small number of deaf-mutes, but' 
on the contiary, we find very few 
or none. Annapolis, the capital of 
the State, has not a single white 
deaf-mute within its borders, (we 
do not know how many colored 
deaf-mutes it can claim, but there 
may be a few.) Easton, a growing 
city and a haven of commerce, can 
claim only half a doz<;n ; Cam- 
bridge, none ; Cumberland, only 
two or three ; Hagorstowfi, less than 
five ; Frederick, not more than four 
or five ; Winchester, about three, 
and Havre De Grace, about a dozen. 
i5altimore is the only city with any

we to deduce from thisV There 
can be only one eom^lu.sion reached, 
and that is the lack of a variety of 
trades tiiught at the Frederick 
S<;hool is the cause of this wide 
s<;atteririg of the deaf-mute popu- 
lation, 'i'he slioemaking trade is 
overstocked, cabinet-making has 
more than its necessary quota, the 
printing trade offers no chances, 
and dressmaking and fine s<iwing 
need no additions. Farming is the 
last resort to many and this they 
take up, some with a grimace at 
first but a gusto at the end, others 
with a relish which promises well 
for the future. We would flot 
wish to be understood as finding 
fault with this state or affairs. We 
think it a partial happy solution of 
a most vexed fjuestitjn regarding 
trades. The cry now-a-days, in 
our schools for the deaf, is more 
trades, mo<iern machinery and up- 
to-date instructors ! Why not 
throw the trades overboard alto- 
gether, or at least teach them mere- 
ly in order " to give nian«al skill 
and to encourage habits of indus- 
try," as the Principal of tlif 
Frederick School asserts in his 
eighth biennial report, is the pur- 
pose of his industrial instruction to 
h'rn pupils, and pay more attention 
to farming, dairying, gardening 
and floriculture 'i In this way 
there could be instilled in the 
minds and hearts of the young, a 
larger love for nature and a more 
ready propen.sity to peize upoi. th« 
greater advantages the occupations 
above enumerated offer over the 
many-times ovi now 

heing taught a; 

During the past few years we 
have now and then received letters 
from some of our country frieiifls, 
to prf)vifle them with 
it, in Haltimore.

There were ham 
sandwiches, fried chickens, cookies, 
Iwiled eggs, cheese pickles, toma- 
toes, bananas, and i)Ienty of lemon- 
ade for all to relish. The aft<!r- 
noon was s|)ent in wwlks, attending 
the Queen Anne and Kent County 
fairs, swimming, and dancing on 
the pavilion. The time passed 
most happily to every one, for it 
was such a pleasant day, neither 
too ht)t to make one uneomfoilable 
even in the sun, nor yet too cool 
to feel chilly even in the shade. 
When they reached home in the 
evening they were tired, to be sure, 
but their faces all bcsfjoke that 
they had had an enjoyable outing.
